MEMODANDUM FOR: Director of Personnel 


SUBJECT : Transfer of Personal Property dgection of the 
Passenger Movement Brench from Office of 
Logisties to Offiee of Personnel 


1. I regret that I cannot caneur in your memorandum dated 
T May 1965, subject as above, addressed to the Deputy Director for 
Support. through ae. 


2. You will recall that we discussed the proposal to con~- 
eolidate the Passenger Movement Branch of Transportation Division 
with the Central Processing Branch, either by shsorbing the latter 
or by tranaferring the former. Our intent here was efficiency, 
economy, and better service to the traveler. My persocal experience 
in two FCS precessings under the existing syaten, added to evidence 
from employees recently proceseed for overseas, pointed to the need 
to eliminate the edditdonal contect necessary to arrange for MME and 
POV shipment and storage. Over the years we have become eo special- 
ized that the traveler must have seperate appoiutaents seeeerely 
separate days) to upeak to transportation, perso wel, and finance 
representatives in Central Processing, a:4 must then see the Pas~ 
senger Movement Branch in Quarters Eye for shipaent and storage 
arrangements, Security for counter-muidio briefing in Alcott Hall, 
Security in Headquarters Building (but not in Cestral Processing)

We believe that 
at least the shipaent and storage of BRE 2:4 POV's could be handled 
by the transportation representative in Cestral Procesaing with per- 
hape som increase in personnel and some edditioual training. 


3. You have agreed to the transfer provided you are given 
e€ditional office space in the Headquarters Bullding and contiguous 
to Central Processing. I cannot concur to this. The Director of 
Medical Services etates that his operation would be Japaired by giv- 
ing up the approximate 350 square feet required (Attechaant). 
Chief, Logistics Services Division, knows of 10 other rearrangement 
of space at the Headquarters Building which would meet the requirement.

4, From ay own cheervations and experience and discussions 
with travelers processing for oversees, both FCS and THY, I am con- 
vinved that nothing will be lost, in fact there will be a net gain, 
in locating the entire Central Processing activity in the new Rosslyn 
space. The following facts are submitted: 


a. Twenty percent. of the Agency's headquarters areca. 
streagth will be in Rosslyn. 


>. <Adfitdonal people, TED, vill be located at 2430 5 
Street and will therefore find Roselyn more convenient than 

ec. Rosalyn will be more convenient to most personnal, 
herve in Weahington on TRY, or in tesporary quarters enroute 
overaets. 


4. ‘#osalyn will be most convenient to the sew medical 
fanility to be located there. 


@.. Roeslyo wild be most convenfent for the counter- 
madio briefing since that steff will be located in Rosalyn. 


f. Tee Offfce of Finance is located in Rosalyn and 
can therefore handle aivanass and other financial arrange- 
mente without difficulty. 


5. On balance, I believe thet there would be a set gain in 
locating in a single Rosslyn building: 


a. Central. Processing Group 
b.  Pasesnger Movement Group

Ae it is now, the traveler mst heave seperate appodnutasnts and 
usually has to wait for each one. ct is this that hes led so many 
senior travelers to uss the O8A travel agent for TOY travel.
